MONITEUR 
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HELL BRIDGE. 

There is a narrow pass between the 
mountains in the neighbourhood of Ben- 
dedrg, in the highlands of Scotland, which 
ai alittle distance has the appearance of an 
immense artificial bridge thrown over a 
tremendous chasm ; but on nearer approwch 
iL ts seen to be a wall of nature’s own ma- 
sonry, formed of vast and rugged bodies of 
solid rock, piled on each other as if in the 
giant sport of the architect. Its sides arc 
in some places covered with trees of a con- 
siderable size; and the passenger who nas 
a head steady enough to look down the pre- 
cipice, may sce the cyry of birds of prey 
beneath his feet.

There is no 
transition, as with us, from the light beau- 
ty of the girl to the mature graces of the 
matron and the venerable dignity of advan- 
ced age; the face of a sylph becomes al!- 
most at once transformed into a goryon’s 
head. In discussing this subject with Sig- 
nore Lusieri, he assured me, that the faul 
l\y notso much in the climate as in the de- 
structive babits of the Grecian females, 
nore especially in the abuse of the bath, 
wiich they attend almost daily, remaining 
in its hot sudatories several hours at a tine 
where they discuss more scandal than ci- 
culates at an English tea table in as many 
weeks: hence their colour vanishes and 
their fibves are relaxed; hence they become 
languid and unable to take Wholesome ex- 
ercise. Soon after the ag@ol twenty wiin- 
kles begin to appear, and they suffer all the 
inconveniencies of premative debility. 
Phough the Grecian females are not ac- 
complished, yet they possess a consider. 
ble degree of elegance in their address 
and manners: their salutation is partic- 
ularly graceful, consisting of a gentle in- 
clination of the body whilst the right hand 
is brought in contact with the waist; they 
are generally found by visitors reclining 
indolently on the sofas of the apartment, 
their silken robes bound round with a silver 
clasped zone, their hair partly wreathed 
with flowers, or adorned with pearls, and, 
partly lowing in curls over their shoulde” 
their eyebrows carefu.ly arranged and tip. 
ed with surme, a powder of the biackest 
dye, their nails stained with henna, and 
their complexion too often aided by an ar- 
tificial lustre ; exhibiting melancholy ex- 
amples of neglect of nature's choicest gilts, 
the substantial graces of the mind.

A new opening for Yankee Enterprize.— 
A Missouri paper of the 18th of February, 
informs us that a wagon was taken, in the 
early part of last spring, from the vicinity 
of Franklin in that state, which cost there 
but $150, to Santa Fe, where it was sold for 
scuen hundred dollare ! 

A letter from Matanzas of the 19th ult 
states that the Pirates bad then a large force 
at the windward, and had established a Bat- 
tery. The English scbr. bound to Lassau, 
recently captured, had been added to the 
piratical fleet. About 400 casks nails, 50 
casks cheese, 75 to 100 cases of gin, paints, 
ke. taken out of “ the Dutch brig captured,” 
had been found at Matanzas, and the per- 
sons who had the articles in possession were 
committed to prison. 

The Telegraph of Port au Prince, the 
official paper, indignantly denies the allega- 
tions of the American Captain, arrived from 
that place at Wilmington, (North Caroli- 
na,) concerning the misconduct of the ne- 
grocs at the late dreadful conflagration in 
the Haytien capital. Gratitude is express- 
ed to Mr. Correy, of Philadelphia, for the 
contradiction which he gave to those alle- 
gations. An official article repels also the 
charge preferred ayainst the people of Hay- 
ti, of having fomented ot assisted insurrec- 
tions in the neighbouring islands or else- 
where. 

The house of Mr. Whitney, of Cam- 
bridgeport, near Boston, took fire on Wed- 
nesday week, and was entircly consumed, 
together with all the household furniture, 
except a bureau and two beds. Mr. Whit- 
ney went into a chamber to secure his desk, 
containing his books and papers; the door 
was accidentally fastened upon him, and be- 
fore he was relieved from his dreadful situ- 
ation, he was burnt in a most shocking 
manner. His clothes were all destroyed, 
his hand burnt to a crisp, and his head and 
face disfigured most deplorably. His wife 
and only child happened to be in Boston at 
the time. 

Killing Negroes.—The Charleston City 
Gazctte of the 26th ult. says—two negroes, 
a man and a woman, belonging to Skerving 
Smith, Esq. were shot at Jacksonborough 
on Saturday evening last, by Mr. Addison, 
captain of the schr.Alligater. “ The fel- 
low died; the wench, it is supposed, will 
recover of the wound.” The editor mo- 
destly abstains at present from any com- 
ment on this bloody transaction. 





The Wilmington Gazette saya, that ap- 
prehensions are entertained, that General 
Cadwallader’s wound will produce lock jaw, 
as his arm is much swelled and the ball not 
extracted. 

We are sorry to see, in the account of 
damages done to vessels at Ocracock Bar 
by the late gale of wind, that the schooner 
Wesley, Capt. E. Rumley, of Alexandria, 
hound for the coast of Florida; having on 
hoard letters for commodore Porter's squa- 
dron, was driven ashore and totally lost, 
wih all ‘he crew, except the mate, Mr. 
John Mason. 

Solomon Thompson, of Clarkesburyh, 
Maryland, was lately murdered on the pub- 
lie road. Tt appears he was murdered by 
a black man, who had been hired to commit 
the act by a woman with whom Thompson 
had lived for several vears. The murder- 
ers have been. arrested. 

The Rev. C. F. Frey, agent for the 
American Society for meliorating the con- 
dicion of the Jews, arrived in Savannah on 
the Sdinst. In the city of Charleston his 
collections amounted to $732 47. 

The Bank of Kentucky and branches, 
(says the Lexington Advertiser,) has again 
suspended specie payments, 

A brig has arrived at New Bedford from 
a whaling voyage tothe West Indies. Her 
crew are all colored fersons,except the cook. 
Ou the 24th ult. an affray took place be- 
tween Francis Ford, an officer, and Moses 
Sipple, a seaman, which ended in the death 
of the former, who was thrown overboard, 
and drowned, Sipple was immediately put 
in iwons, and is now in jail in N. Bedford, 
awaiting his trial.—Salem Gaz.

Cocke, not noted in any preceding account of that 
melancholy event. ‘he circumstance of six thou- 
sand hot baile being prepared in the fort, gives 
the transaction @ very unfavorable complexion. 
In speaking of the death of the commandant of the 
Fox, he says— 
“ The iculars of this horrid transaction, you 
will no doubt see in the newspapers as soon af you 
receive this. It was really a most wanton murder. 
As his vessel was approaching the harbor,a gun wus 
fired to bring her to, buat it blowing very fresh, and 
the channel being so narrow thai he thought the 
attempt to do it, would be attended with hazard, 
as he was in the midst of -breakers, and the sea 
running mast head high, he continued on his 
course, when other shots were fired at him, ene of 
which, a 42 Ib. ball, struck him a little above the 
hip, cut off bis leg, one arm, and his body nearly 
in two, while he was so near the castle as tobe in 
the act of hailing it. He lived 5 or 6 minutes— 
and although so dreadfully wounded, preserved 
his coolness and continued to give his orders for 
a short time; his death caused 4 great sensation of 
sorrow throughout the squadron, as he was belov- 
ed as an officer and man by every body. There 
is no doubt but they would have destroyed this 
ship if she had attempted to enter, as they had 
6000 red hot balls prepared for us. St. John is a 
very strong place, having batteries mounting up 
wards of 706 heavy cannon, in very commanding 
situations.” ;

About the first of November appeared the new

were endeavoring, although ine flectually, to begin 
business under these new regulations, when on 
the evening of the 19h ult. we were visited by a 
most tremendousearthquake. The first and most 
severe shock continued ebout two and a half mi 
nutes, and levelled nea ly the whole af Valparaiso 
to the ground, Ali the Churches, all Almendral, 
all the Queldra of St. Francisco—are a heap of ru- 
iws—about a dozen or twenty hoases in the port 
remain habitabie. From two to three hundred 
lives are lost, but none whom you know. The 
shocks have continued as often as three or four 
vach day, ever since, until the last two days—but 
not generally very severe. 

In addition to this secund calamity is the msur- 
rection of General Freyre, in Conception, he has 
approached as far as ‘Talcu in force —A force has 
been sent cut to mect him, but it is supposed he 
is too strong to accept any terms shert of over- 
throwing the present government. He is a great 
favorite with the people, and perhaps the revolt 
may not be anon to the country—At 
any rate there can scarcely be a change for the 
worse.— American,

It would seem that the crisis was fast 
pproaching. The Duc d’ Angouleme was 
xpected to leave Paris on the 15th March, 
pr Perpignan, near the north-eastern fron- 
er of Spain, and proceed thence to Ba- 
onne.

THE CUBA PIRATES, 

Captain Hamilton, arrived at Baltimore 
in the Spanish schooner Gallega in eleven 
days from Havana, states that a few duys 
previous to his sailing a British brig of war 
fell in with a piratical two top-sail schooner 
off Cape Antonio, of six guns and one 
hundred and twenty men. Upon coming 
alongside, the crew of the schooner board- 
ed the brig, armed with knives and other 
weapons, and took possession of her, after 
killing cleven men and driving-the whole 
of the British crew below. A British fri- 
grate soon after came up, gave chose to the 
brig, and recaptured her, the pirates*having 
in the mean time returned to their own 
vessel, and finally made their escape. An 
action bad also taken place near Cape An- 
tonio, between the boats of a British sloop 
of war and a piratical schooner of six 
guns and sixty met, supposed to be the 
schooner Gora. Aficr a few minutes the 
pirate blew up, and when the smoke dis- 
persed, about twenty-five men were scen 
swimming in the water, to whom the boats 
rave no quarter. The schr. Pilot, Banks, 
from Norfolk, was captured by a pirate 
on the pight of the 26th of March, 
30 miles to the windward of Havana. On 
boarding, the piratical captein gave or- 
ders that all shou.d be put to death and 
thrown overboard ; but fortunately, a Span- 
ish passenger on board beyycd for quarters 
in his native tongue, and the ordcrs were 
countermanded. The crew and passengers 
were detained four days, and afterwards 
landed. Captain Banks, in coming through

A new opening for Yankee Enterprize.— 
A Missouri paper of the 18th of February, 
informs us that a wagon was taken, in the 
early part of last spring, from the vicinity 
of Franklin in that state, which cost there 
but $150, to Santa Fe, where it was sold for 
scuen hundred dollara ! 


A letter from Matanzas of the 19th ult 
states that the Pirates bad then a large force 
at the windward, and hed established a Bat- 
tery. The English sebr. bound to Lassau, 
recently captured, had been added to the 
piratical fleet. About 400 casks nails, 50 
casks cheese, 75 to 100 cases of gin, paints, 
ke. taken out of “ the Dutch brig captured,” 
had been found at Matanzas, and the per- 
sons who had the articles in possession were 
committed to prison. 

The Tclegraph of Port au Prince, the 
official paper, indignantly denies the allega- 
tions of the American Captain, arrived from 
that place at Wilmington, (North Caroli- 
na,) concerning the misconduct of the ne- 
groes at the Jate dreadful conflagration in 
the Haytien capital. Gratitude is express- 
ed to Mr. Correy,of Philadelphia, for the 
contradiction which he gave to those alle- 
gations. An official article repels also the 
charge preferred ayainst the people of Hay- 
ti, of having fomented or assisted insurrec- 
tions in the neighbouring islands or else- 
where. 


The house of Mr. Whitney, of Cam- 
bridgeport, near Boston, took fire on Wed- 
nesday week, and was entirely consumed, 
together with all the household furniture, 
except a bureau and two beds. Mr. Whit- 
ney Went into a chamber to secure his desk, 
containing his books and papers; the door 
was accidentally fastened upon him, and bee 
fore he was relieved from his dreadful situ- 
ation, he was burnt in a most shocking 
manner. His clothes were all destroyed, 
his hand burnt to a crisp, and his head and 
face disfigured most deplorably. His wife 
and only child happened to be in Boston at 
the time. 


Killing Negroes.—The Charleston City 
Gazette of the 26th ult. says—two negroes, 
a man and a woman, belonging to Skerving 
Smith, Esq. were shot at Jacksonborough 
on Saturday evening last, by Mr. Addison, 
captain of the schr. Alligator. “ The fel- 
low died; the wench, it is supposed, will 
recover of the wound.” The editor mo- 
destly abstains at present from any com- 
ment on this bloody transaction.

Arrival of the Congress.—The U. 8. Frigate Con- 
gress, Capt. Biddle, bas arrived in Hampton Roads 
afier a cruise of five months in the W. India Seas, 
during which she bas touched at St. Bartholo- 
mew, St. Thomas, Porte Rico, Laguira, Curracoa, 
Port-au-Prince, off Havana, and last at St. Jago de 
Cuba, whence she sailed onthe 9th ult. The offi- 
cers and crew have enjoyed fine health—hbaving 
lost but two men. The Congress did not fall in 
with Com. Porter’s squadron, nor with any pirati 
cal vessels, and brings neither political news nor 
papers. It is expected this ship will soon sail for 
Buenos Ayres, to carry out Cesar A. Rodney, Esq 
minister of the U. States, to Rio Janeiro.

In the journal of an officer on board of the Pea- 
cock, published inthe Nortolk Beacon, we fied 
the following item relative to the death of Licu'. 
Cocke, not noted in any preceding account of that 
melancholy event. ‘The circumstance of six thou- 
sand hot baile being prepared in the fort, gives 
the transaction @ very unfavorable complexion. 
In speaking of the death of the commandant of the 
Fox, he sa 

“ The particulars of this horrid transaction, you 
will no doubt see in the newspapers as soon av vou 
receive this. It was really a most wanton murder. 
As his vessel was approaching the harbor,a gun was 
fired to bring her to, but it blowing very fresh, and 
the channel being so narrow thai he theught the 
attempt to do it, would be attended with hazard, 
as he was in the midst of -breakers, and the sea 
running mast head high, he continued on his 
course, when other shots were fired at him, ene of 
which, a 42 1b. ball, struck him a little above the 
hip, cut off bis leg, one arm, and his body nearly 
in two, while he was so near the castle as tobe in 
the act of hailing it. He lived 5 or 6 minutes— 
and although so dreadfully wounded, preserved 
his coolness and continued to give his orders for 
a short time; his death caused 4 great sensation of 
sorrow throughout the squadron, as he was belov- 
ed as an officer and man by every body. There 
is no doubt but they would have destroyed this 
ship if she had attempted to enter, as they had

THE CUBA PIRATES, 

Captain Hamilton, arrived at Baltimore 
in the Spanish schooner Gallega in eleven 
days from Havana, states that a few days 
previous to his sailing a British brig of war 
fell in with a piratical two top-sail schooner 
off Cape Antonio, of six guns and one 
hundred and twenty men. Upon coming 
alongside, the crew of the schooner board- 
ed the brig, armed with knives and other 
weapons, and took possession of her, after 
killing eleven men and driving-the whole 
of the British crew below. A _ British fri- 
grate soon after came up, gave chase to the 
brig, and recaptured her, the pirates*having 
in the mean time returned to their own 
vessel, and finally made their escape. An 
action bad also taken place near Cape An- 
tonio, between the boats of a British sloop 
of war and a piratical schooner of six 
guns and sixty men, supposed to be the 
schooner Gora.
